VICTIMS SERIES OF TRAGEDIES 


First Wife Was Killed I n St. Louis— 
Two Children Deaf and Dumb and 
Elder Daughter Succumbed 
In Her Youth. 


Carthage, Mo., Nov. IL—The death 
of Cvrus Phelps, S-year-old son of! 
William H. Phelps, who was elected! 
to the state Senate on November 3 J 
from this district, and for many years 
widely known as attorney for the Mis­ 
souri Pacific railroad, adds another 
chapter to a series of tragedies in 
the life of Phelps. 
I ho 
boy, riding a bicycle, 
was 
struck by an automobile Saturday af- j 
temocn, and died the following night. J 
The older residents have recalled 
tho incidents iii Phelps’ career and 
there was general expression of sym­ 
pathy for his latest brcavement. 
Tho tragedy in Phelps’ life began 
within a fe.v years after he came to J 
Carthage from New York in 
1807. < 
Those were days when Western Mis­ 
souri was border country and little 
settled. 
When 
Fillips 
reached 
Carthage, 
Tames Hardin was a lending lawyer 
in Southwest Missouri. 
Phelps was 
active, capable and resourceful, and 
soon began building up & prosperous 
business.* 
lie and Hardin 
became 
enemies, ari l one day in 1S7G Hardin 
Chct Phelps in the courtroom follow­ 
ing a quarrel over a lawsuit. The bul­ 
lety plowed across his no^e and eyelid. 
The effects of it are visible to this 
day. 
Phelps at that time lived in a small 
frame house on the site of what is 
now his costly home. 
Hardin lived 
across the street. 
On a corner two 
blocks from their homes was a black­ 
smith shop, and this was between 
their offices and their homes. 
One winter evening at dusk, in 1S7G, 
Hardin had roached tho blad smith J 
shop on his way home .vhen he was 
shot and killed by some person con­ 
cealed either in the shop or around 
its corner. 
Phelps was arrested and 
accused of the shooting 
He denied 
b and was acquitted at the trial. 
His next grief came with the birth 
of two children, a boy and a girl. both 
deaf and dumb. 
They are still liv­ 
ing. and have been the objects of his 
special care and 
devotion 
through 
many years. 
They have been edu­ 
cated in the best schools in che coun­ 
try, and nothing that money could 
get for them has been denied them. 
Fate was more kind to Phelps dur­ 
ing the next few' years. 
Ho pros­ 
pered and was happy in a most en­ 
viable home life. But he was doomed 
for further tragedies, and in the early 
nineties, while living in St. Louis, his 
wife was killed in a runaway accident 
on Linden boulevard. 
A few' years later his elder daugh­ 
ter, Miss Helene, died. 
Her death 
greatly saddened his life. 
Phelps 
married 
Miss 
Bridget 
O’Leary, who had been his private 
secretary for twenty years, in Chi­ 
cago in 1905. 
One child was born to
